Pins Contain 
)eadly Poison 


Sears Stores Trying 
To Retrieve Jewelry 
Containing Beans 


CHICAGO (AP) - 
Sears, 


Roebuck and Co. issued an ur- 
gent recall Saturday for jewelry 
pins decorated with beans that 
could cause death. 


The company estimated that 


300 to 400 of the pins may have 
been sold across the nation. 


"These pins are decorated 


with highly poisonous jequiriry 
beans," the company warned. 
"Swallowing even one bean 
which has been chewed or brok- 
n may cause death because of 
their extreme toxfcity. 


"Pins containing the jequirity 


were sold in two ornamental de- 
igns—comic faces in oblong. 
triangular or irregular shapes 
with the beans used for eyes, 
nd flowers with beans in the 
enter." 
The novelty costume jewelry 


pins ranged from one to two 
inches in diameter, and sold for 
$1. 


Sears stores in Milwaukee are 


the only ones in Wisconsin that 
have marketed the pins. 


The huge merchandising or- 


ganization gave this description 
of the deadly decoration: "The 
shiny, egg-shaped bean is bright 
orange or red with a black tip. 
Sometimes called the rosary 
pea the bean's botanical name 
is abrus-precatorius." 


James W. Button, senior vice 


president 
for merchandising, 


said the pins were sold by 138 
Sears retail stores in at least 110 
cities and possibly 113. 


The recall was ordered he 


said when it was determined 
that the pins contain jequirity 
beans. 


Button said newspaper adver- 


tisements will be placed in all 
cities where the pins were sold. 


He said the Food and Drug 


Administration is cooperating in 
;he effort to find and retrieve 
the beans. 


The pins were imported from 


Japan by a New York City firm. 


Sears was the principal dis- 


tributor. 


Venezuelan Election 
Appears to be Decided 


CARACAS, Venezuela (AP) - 


Rafael Caldera, Social Christian 
Party leader, appeared Satur- 
day to have won the presidency 
of Venezuela after three unsuc- 
cessful attempts. 


Although he held a narrow 


lead with 300,000 votes to be 
counted from Sunday's election, 
it seemed only a drastic shift in 
the voting trend would save 
Gonzalo Barrios, the ruling Ac- 
tion Democratica Party candi- 
date, from defeat. 


The latest official tabulations 


gave Caldera 189,149 votes and 
Barrios 924,691.

A few days ago, Wisconsin Sen. Gay- 


lord Nelson said he was highly disappointed 
in the operations of the commission. And 
he is not alone in that regard. 
1 The commission was created by federal 
law in 1965, patterned after the regional 
approach in planning and in economic de- 
velopment used earlier in a program for 
Appalachia. The idea was to create a three- 
state planning area in 119 counties of 
Northern Wisconsin, Upper Michigan and 
Northern Minnesota. A federal co-chair- 
man for the commission along with the 
membership of the governors of the three 
states was supposed to bring a unified fed- 
eral-state attack on the economic problems 
of the area, which has common problems 
despite its division by state boundaries. 


Brown County and some of its neighbors 


were included in the planning area, not be- 
cause they fell within the economically de- 
pressed classification of the general area 
under study but because they had economic 
links with Northern Wisconsin and Upper 
Michigan. In fact, Brown County was de- 
scribed as a gateway to bring improvements 
to the economy of the depressed counties. 


The commission received quite a pub- 


licity buildup, and there were judgments— 
including our own—that it had signs for 
progress. But aside from a few rather rou- 
tine meetings and reports, not much has 
happened since, until the Palm Springs 
meeting. 


It had to be recognized at the outset 


that smooth operation of the commission 
had one practical obstacle before it, a di- 
vision of partisan loyalties. The federal co- 
chairman was an appointee of President 


Johnson but the other members were all 
Republican governors, Gov. W a r r e n 
Knowles of Wisconsin, Gov. George Rom- 
ney of Michigan, and Gov. Harold Levan- 
der of Minnesota. In addition to this fad, 
five of the six senators from the three 
states who had joined to push for creation 
of the regional commission are Democrats. 


The Washington Post now has reported 


that this marriage did not work and that 
the Democratic senators brought enough 
pressure to result in the resignation of 
Thomas S. Francis as the $28,500 a year 
federal co-chairman. Among other things, 
the Post said, the Democratic senators were 
unhappy because Francis had worked too 
closely with the Republican governors on 
such things as publicity. 


The acting federal co-chairman is now 


Harold Jordahl Jr., a long-time aide of Nel- 
son's and director of the Wisconsin Depart- 
ment of Resource Development when Nel- 
son was governor. Jordahl has hired Fred 
Madison, a Nelson legislative assistant for 
conservation and economic matters. 


Nelson has dismissed the Post story as 


"a big puffup." He says the facts are that 
the senators were disappointed with the 
lack of progress from the commission, and 
that Francis was handicapped because he 
was not a native of the region the commis- 
sion was to serve. Francis has taken a civil 
service position in the Commerce Depart- 
ment, and Jordahl plans to accept a faculty 
appointment at the University of Wiscon- 
sin. 


The three-year, record of the commis- 


sion appears to be a classic in the concept 
of bureaucracy created in a barrage of pub- 
licity but bogged down in politics and pa- 
per-shuffling. It fits within the 
review 


President-elect Nixon has promised to de- 
termine whether the people are getting 
their money's worth from the federal ap- 
paratus. 


Mr. Nixon will be able to name his own 


co-chairman for the commission and it can 
be expected he will seek advice from the 
three governors on the worth of the com- 
mission.

Transplants No Real Answer to Health 


It was only a year ago this week that 


Dr. Christiaan Barnard performed the first 
human heart transplant in medical history. 
There have now been more than 80 such 
transplants performed and about half the 
recipients have survived. But as doctors, 
lawyers and clergymen are pointing out, 
the ability to transplant major organs raises 
more questions than it solves. 


Last July the American Bar Association 


endorsed a model Uniform Anatomical Gift 
Act which will be presented to many state 
legislatures when they reconvene after the 
first of the year. The American College of 
Chest Physicians has also endorsed the act 
which would make it easier for an individual 
to donate his body or specific organs for 
transplants. Currently state laws differ 
considerably and since time is extremely 
important for the success of such trans- 
plants, the less red type involved the better. 
And certainly an individual should have the 
right to donate organs in an effort to save 
someone else's life. 


But physicians are also warning that 


modern medical procedures which almost 
seem like miracles are not the only or even 
the major answer to the ills of mankind. 
Dr. Irvine Page, former president of the 
American Heart Association, recently said 
that "it is vastly more important to prevent 
atheriosclerosis than to repair the damage 
after it has been done 
Heart transplants 


and artificial hearts will not be the answer 
to coronary vascular disease for many years 
. . . Plumber surgeons are cutting in be- 
cause we know neither how to prevent nor 
how to cure atheriosclerosis." 


There is also the immense problem of 


The Apple in History 


There is probably no fruit in the world 


that carries as much tradition and history 
behind it as one of Wisconsin's fine prod- 
ucts—the apple. 


Ever since Eve plucked one from the 


tree of knowledge, the apple has been re- 
nowned. Hercules stole the golden apples 
of the Hesperides and Diana lost a race be- 
cause she stopped to pick up apples. Prince 
Ahmed's apple cured everything in the 
Arabian Nights. It was a poisoned apple 
which put Snow White into a death-like 
sleep and William Tell won freedom by 
shooting an apple from his son's head. It 
was an apple which brought about Isaac 
Newton's theory of gravity. 


The apple's popularity is something 


supply and demand. Dr. Thedore Cooper, 
director of the National Heart Institute, 
points out that heart disease kills about 
200,000 Americans between the ages of 15 
and 64 annually. But the total pool of 
potential heart donors — those in the 
same age range t*1'* 
r'>~ from something 


else — is only 260,000. Many do not care t' 
donate organs and others are disqualified 
by infections or degenerative diseases. And 
again the immediate availability of the 
donor is important within a very short time. 


Unfortunately the heart 
transplants 


may also have encouraged some people to 
shrug off their convenient bad habits 
which contribute to the high incidence of 
coronary vascular disease. The Board of 
Trustees of the American Medical Asso- 
ciation has issued a report that states 
"while much progress has been made in 
overcoming many historic plagues of man- 
kind, we find more and more illness due, 
at least in part, to abuse and neglect by 
the individual himself. . . . The sense of 
well-being resulting from our progress 
leads many people to assume that illnesses 
cannot strike them, or that cures are to 
be taken for granted."

and indulgence. And then the matter takes 
on moral as well as physical aspects. We 
may be appalled at the orgies of some 
primitive peoples who gorged themselves 
into nausea, regurgitated and then return- 
ed to eat some more. But our rich diets, 
our heavy consumption of alcohol, the in- 
creasing use of various drugs indicate that 
self-discipline is a difficult matter for a lot 
of Americans.

a day keeps the doctor away or that eating 
them is as good as brushing one's teeth. Ap- 
ples can be baked, fried, broiled, stewed, 
made into pies and sauce, squeezed into 
cider or brandy, as a base for jelly, apple 
butter and various puddings and cakes.

The State and Mattresses

ment recently reported that the law is ly- 
ing dormant.

They suggest that the function, if it is 


required in the interest of public health, 
should more properly be assigned to the 
State Division of Health, which already has 
the responsibility for other inspections of 
such places, including, too quality of their 
food preparation and service'facilities. 


Charles A. Hagborg, chief of the safety 


and buildings division of the department 
which now baa tht mattress examination 
responsibility, has oonfMtd that it has 


been lying down on the job. Only when 
there is a specific complaint is an inspec- 
tion made, he related, and it involves the 
accuracy of the labeling of the contents of 
the mattress as well as its cleanliness. 


We tend to agree with the proposal for 


the transfer of the function, in an academ- 
ic way. It is our own experience that the 
quality of mattress, in public places and 
elsewhere, has deteriorated steadily. It is 
now a mass-produced contraption of springs 
with cotton bindings, which to anyone who 
remembers his farm grandmother's crea- 
tion of goose down and striped ticking is 
a poor thing indeed. In those long ago days 
we could not have cared less about the 
proper identity of the mattress inapirlors, 
but perhaps the issue should be put to rott, 
as Mr. Fagan of the industry department 


soberly proposed.

WASHINGTON - The chief 


lesson of the recent report on 
the violence attending the 
Democratic convention in Chi- 
cago is not that the police 
were bad guys and the demon- 
strators good guys. 


The chief lesson is that a 


new 
form 
of dissent has 


emerged as a regular ingredi- 
ent of American Life. And to 
meet that dissent effectively 
the public safety requires a 
new strategy — not the old 
strategy of the Big Fist over 
the warning: Stop in the name 
of the law! 


To understand all this it is 


useful to compare explicitly, 
as the recent report does 
implicitly, the Chicago demon- 
strations of last August with 
the anti-Vietnam march on the 
Pentagon on October 21, 1967. 
For the Chicago demonstra- 
tions were a direct outgrowth 
of the Pentagon march. The 
same people in the same 
groups dominated both pro- 
tests, and they used very 
much the same tactics. 


In each case the lead role 


was played by the National 
M o bilization Committee to 
End the war in Vietnam, 
headed by the left-wing paci- 
fist David Dellinger, and in- 
cluding two young activists, 
Rennie Davis and Tom Hay- 
den. 
A subsidiary, comic-re- 


lief, role was played by Yip- 
pie, 
the Youth International 


Party, led by Jerry Rubin, 
Abbie 
Hoffman, 
and 
Paul 


Krassner. 


POLITICS ON *CONFRONTA- 
TION 


Both groups practice the 


politics of confrontation — 
breaking existing rules in or- 
der to win^sympathy by mak- 
ing the forces or order look 
brutal or foolish. The idea, as 
Tom Hayden speaking for the 
Movement once put it, is to 
push matters to the "point 
beyond which a security sys- 
tem turns into its opposite," or 
as Krassner, speaking for the 
Yippies, once said of the 
authorities: 
"We 
want to 


make them look ridiculous." 


At the time of the Pentagon 


march, the conditions for suc- 
cessful confrontation politics 
looked excellent. The Vietnam 
war was still going full blast, 
and President Johnson pre- 
sented an easy target for 
abuse and protest. According 
to the most conservative Pen- 
tagon estimates, about 38,000 
persons turned out for the 
protest. 


But the Pentagon protest 


was preceded by months of 
negotiations between the Jus- 
tice Department and the lead- 
ing demonstrators on the sub- 
ject of a permit to march. In 
the course of these negotia- 
tions, the authorities discover- 
ed exactly the intentions and 
capabilities of the demonstra- 
tors. They issued a permit 


Kraft 


which prescribed certain con- 
duct and a fixed line of march 
away f r o m the populated 
areas of the city. And they 
were able to concentrate well- 
prepared security forces at a 
single pressure point — the 
Pentagon itself. 


As it happened, to be sure, 


violence did break out at the 
Pentagon. But it was over in a 
matter of hours. Only a score 
of persons were injured, none 
of 
them seriously. Despite 


intense provocation of lan- 
guage and action by the dem- 
onstrators, the security forces 
controlled by Attorney General 
Ramsey Clark and General 
Harold Johnson of the Army 
behaved with discipline and 
restraint. 


COLOSSAL FLOP *IN MAK- 
ING 


By contrast, the Chicago 


convention protests were set 
against conditions highly un- 
favorable to the politics of 
confrontation. Lyndon Johnson 


had withdrawn from the Pres- 
idential race and the Vietnam 
issue was eased by the Paris 
negotiations. Only 7,000 per- 
sons, at a maximum, turned 
cut to protest. A colossal flop 
was in the making 


Only the Chicago authorities 


never knew it. They refused 
the demonstrators a permit 
after only desultory talks, thus 
denying themselves the oppor- 
tunity to amass intelligence, to 
prescribe rules of conduct, and 
to concentrate pressure points. 
Almost completely in the dark 
about what 
the protesters 


could or would do, the Chicago 
police prepared for the worst 
all over town As one high 
officer said when enforcing a 
curfew law: "You can't give 
ir. to these people . .otherwise 
there's a breakdown of law 
and order." 


When the crunch came, the 


police acted the way people do 
when they're wound up, ill- 
informed and determined not 
to give an inch. Confrontation 
politics enjoyed its greatest 
success — an orgy of violence 
in which over a thousand 
people were hurt, at least 
some of them quite seriously. 


The point is not merely that 


the temperate approach of 
Attorney General Clark is the 
right approach to the new kind 
of dissent — although that 
seems a logical inference. The 
more general point is that, in 
the field of law and order and 
crime and violence, where we 
all have so much to learn, it 
makes sense for people in 
authority to know what they're 
doing, to be careful about the 
use of force, to avoid taking 
rigid stands, to hang loose 
until the troublemakers com- 
mit themselves.

Taking up residence in Washington, D.C., can be a, 


very unsettling experience. 


My wife, Pati, and I arrived here last week for a nine- 


month stay, thanks to a grant from the Ford Foundation 
that gives working newsmen a chance to learn more about 


how our Congress goes about getting its- 
work done. Our first impression was about 
the same one American tourists and visiting 
foreigners who are just passing through get 
—an overall mood in the city of dignity and 
serenity created by the beautiful 
white 


monuments, the Potomac, rolling green 
parks and tree-lined streets. Though we'll 
have to wait a few months for the cherry 
blossoms, the avenue trees still carry rust-

But underneath the landscape, the city of Washington, 


D.C., is not a serene city. You get this second impression 
when you start apartment hunting. 


The recent riots and the soaring rate of serious crime 


are on everybody's mind. The cab drivers are the first to 
let you know. 


After arriving in the evening, we decided to go to the 


center of the city for our opening view of the famous cap- 
ital monuments. A cab passed us and I didn't bother to 
hail it because its light was out. Unexpectedly though, he 
U-turned to pick us up. 


When we commented on his light being out, he said, 


"I never turn it on because I want to pick up who I want 
to pick up." He told us hundreds of cabbies have been 
mugged, many shot, in recent months. Now they refuse 
to go into certain neighborhoods and many travel with 
"On Call" or "Off Duty" signs in their windows until they 
see a fare who looks safe. This driver, a Negro, complain- 
ed that D.C. still doesn't have its own city government, 
which, he feels, could clean up the crime problem. 


On the way back to the hotel, we asked our second 


cab driver, a white man, about the danger cabbies face 
and where it would be safe to live. At first he said nothing. 
Then he reached above the visor, pulled out a clipping and 
handed it to me. It was a three-paragraph report about a 
55-year-old cabbie having been shot wnile attempting to 
take a gun away from a robber. The wounded cabbie was 
our driver's father. He had wrestled the gun from another 
mugger three weeks earlier, but this time he will be in 
traction for three months. 


Our cabbie, a native of the city, warned us to live in 


the suburbs in Maryland or Virginia. He had fled the city 
himself for a home in Maryland. 


Looking at Pati, he warned her never to go out alone 


at night in the city and to bolt our door when home by 
herself. 


Somewhat disturbed by what we had heard from the 


cabbies, we started talking to real estate people the next 
day. 


They did nothing more to reassure us. Our first con- 


tact was a woman who ruled out as much too dangerous 
all the areas near Capitol Hill. The only section she would 
recommend inside the city was the fashionable northwest 
area where there are many expensive apartments and 
shops. 


She urged us to live in the suburbs and suffer with the 


hour-long commute. 


Our second contact was also a woman. She warned us 


against even parts of the northwest area and told us how 
she had watched the riots spread to the near northwest 
near her office. She had been trapped inside her building 
that night and was given a permanent scare. 


Her policy is never to drive through the troubled areas. 


Three times, she said, muggers have tried to stop her 
while driving back and forth to work. "If anyone tries it 
now," she said, "I'll just step on the accelerator. That's 
their business if they're in the way." 


"This town is a tinder-box," she added before directing 


us to an urban renewal area near the Capitol on the south- 
west side. She explained that the police protection is ex- 
tra heavy in that section because of the many Congress- 
men who live there, and added by way of assuring us 
further, "Besides, there's nothing to burn near you with 
all those monuments and government buildings in be- 
tween." She was serious 


We're living in that apartment now (at a rent nearly 


double what we paid in Appleton for much larger quar- 
ters.) 


Our new place comes equipped with a security guard 


downstairs, a strong lock on the front door, plus a special 
security lock and a chain lock. 


Neither of us goes out alone after dark much anyway. 


And this apartment building has the advantage of a view 
of the white, lighted Capitol of the nation at night.

yield is estimated at about 3,350,000, weighing 18,290 
pounds. 


Fish managers know that the survival rate of the 


planted young walleyes is lower than that of those 
naturally spawned in wild water. Accordingly, a new 
goal in the walleye management program is to stress 
quality of the artificially-produced young fish. This 
means that the search is on for more suitable rearing 
ponds and more and better supplies of forage for the 
fish being raised in those ponds. 


But ideal rearing facilities are scarce. Artificial 


ponds are now being built in several sections of the 
state to provide the space for the raising of the 
walleye young from the hatcheries. A limiting factor 
thus far also has been the supply of forage. The young 
walleye lives on live food — usually young perch and 
suckers raised in hatcheries for that purpose. A new 
element of the program is the adjustment of the 
hatching dates of the suckers and perch, to provide 
maximum food supplies for the walleyes when they 
are approaching the voracious yearling stage and the 
best quality for planting. Some experiments will also 
be undertaken with possible alternative forage mater* 
ials. 


Young trout in state hatcheries, fed on a meat 


diet in earlier times, are now thriving on carefully- 
manufactured cereal pellets. 


Summing up in a report to his supervising board 


recently, Lloyd said that "preliminary evaluations (of 
the expanded walleye program) indicate positive 
results."

Portrait of Typical Investor: 


Bullish, Affluent, .Astute

The little old recluse sitting in a room lined with 


General Motors stock purchased in the 1930s is no 
more the typical investor than the frantic operator — 
wheeling, dealing, hedging and losing — who barks 
orders to his harried broker. The typical active 
investor is not Mr. Moneybags watching his millions 
accrue overnight on the personal ticker in his private 
beach cabana and it isn't the suburban matron 
constantly fondling that one lone share of IBM 
lovingly acquired during her first year of matrimony. 


What is the profile of the man who buys and sells 


stock at least 25 times a year and may thus be classed 
as an "active" account for a brokerage firm? 
According to a survey of active investors sponsored by 
the firm of Paine, Webber, Jackson & Curtis, be is in 
his prime (48 years old) and educated with a college 
degree. His annual income is a smartly substantial 
$22,000. He has been investing for a decade and now 
owns stock worth $72,000. This highly-active investor is 
not to be confused with the average shareowner in the 
country who is also about the same age but has an 
average income of $9,500. 


The active investor is responsible for most stock 


market activity. Excluding institutional accounts, it is 
generally assumed that approximately 15 per cent of 
all individual investors account for about 75 per cent 
of the shares purchased and sold by individuals. 
' "Astute" is his middle name. He does not listen to 
wild tips, consult gypsies, and will not put bis money 
where Uncle Louie's friend's cousin's mouth is. With 
61 per cent of his assets in stock, the active trader 
relies heavily on the advice and investing know-how of 
bis broker, bis firm's research division, the financial 
press, advisory services and his personally considered 
judgment based on his investing experience. It's net 
surprising that last year, the typical active investor 
was smart enough to increase the vahje of his holdings 
a very substantial 27 per cent 


Last year was, by any measure, a "good" year in 


the stock market and nine out of 10 investors made 
money. However, among the most active investors (25 
or more trades) a much higher proportion (97 per 
cent) had profits than was the case among the inactive 
ones (83 per cent). 


Ninety-seven per cent of all investors look for 


capital gains but the basic difference among them is 
the length of time they are willing to hold the stock in 
order to realize the gains. Active accounts are less 
likely to be concerned with the long-term growth and 
are much more alert to interesting short-term 
situations. 


Most investors go into the market for some very 


real goals and it's been found that they do not 
substantially change their objectives over the years. A 
comfortable retirement is the financial goal of most 
investors' stock investment programs. Greater current 
income, estate building and college education for 
children rank next in importance. 


Does geography affect the personality of the 


investor? According to analysts at Paine, Webber, 
Jackson & Curtis, there are definite measurable 
differences. Investors in the Middle Atlantic states are 
more optimistic about the market than their eounter- 
parts in other regions. 


An unusual sidelight to the survey of investors is 


the finding on the married ones. Three out of four 
investors who are married men said they never discuss 
investment matters with their wives. One out of six 
said he had "frequent" talks with his Mrs., and only 
one out of eight consults his better half "all the time." 
The rationale for those who never talk stocks to their 
wives is that they mostly claim that there are no 
fundamental differences between their investment 
objectives and those of their spouses, and therefore 
they can make the family decisions. 


The typical active investor—like everyone else — 


has his ups and downs in the market Bat in the final 
analysis he manages to land en his feet, in the chips, 
and with black ink in Me books at the final 
countdown. The stock •» trade of the active investor is 
high indeed. And most of them expect it to get higher.

Grouping Plants in Big Pots 
Produces Eye-Catching Effect 


By Katharine B. Walker 


Many times I have suggested that plants in small 


pots be grouped in a tray holding soil or vermiculite, 
so that excess water can be held in a reservoir for 
them to draw on as they need it. With a reasonably 
deep (two-inch)water catcher beneath them, watering 
can be done freely without fear of overflow or drips. 
If you are in too much of a hurry to water each pot 
individually from above, a large amount of water 
can be poured directly into the tray for the pots to 
soak up. With a tray, watering is easier, faster, and 
usually doesn't need to be done as frequently. 


If you have large, tree-like plants in 12 or 14- 


inch pots, try using the large pots instead of trays, 
placing the small pots within the rims of the larger 
ones to form collars. I started doing this by accident. 
I was so delighted by the effect I now do it on pur- 
pose! One day I received an order of African violets. 
I had no place ready for them, and no time to rig 
up a pebble or dirt tray. A six-foot oleander being 
trained as a standard (single trunk with branching 
permitted only near the top) was situated in a win- 
dow exposure ideal for African violets, so to tide 
them over until I had more time, I pressed their, 
pots down into the large one. They looked so lovely, 
I never moved them to a home of their own! 


A 12-inch pot will hold a collar of six three-inch 


ones; I like to use the "squatties," which are only as 
high as they are wide. When potting the large plant, 
I keep the soil level a full three inches below the 
rim so that the small pots will be concealed by it. 
Ivy, fuchsias, geraniums, ferns, fittonias and episcias 
are some of the plants I have used for collars. Last 
summer I played "musical chairs" with achimenes, 
shifting the pots around every few days so that each 
plant had its turn at the fullest light. This collar 
idea was so popular with some of my neighbors, they 
used it for large, tubbed plants in their patios. Do 
try it, because indoors or out, it not only makes 
caring for small plants much easier, but it also doubles 
your growing area. Naturally, you will use plants 
whose needs for water are compatible! It would 
hardly do to ring a Jadeplant, for example, with ferns 
or ivy.

Raspberries Better 
Source of Income 
Than Apple frees 


By Uncle Jack 


The University of Wisconsin College of Agriculture 
recently issued a useful caveat for those persons con- 
templating retirement who imagine that they can 
earn significant incomes by enlarging their garden- 
ing hobby into a business, as in raising various kinds 
of fruit. 


I can endorse its advice wholeheartedly on the 
basis of my own back-yard experience in the care 
of a small orchard during the last decade and a half. 


The chances are overwhelming that if I were re- 
quired to rely on harvesting and selling apples from 
a small orchard in retirement as a means of self- 
support, I would descend to a low standard of life, 
indeed. For when my back-yard produces apples, 
every apple tree in the county bears a bountiful 
harvest. Counting the cost of the land, the time re- 
quired to bring a tree into production, the labor of 
pruning and other care, the cost of spraying which 
is required at more frequent intervals in the spring 
and early summer than most amateurs are likely to 
believe, the raising of apples is more likely to be a 
losing venture in any realistic accounting system than 
a source of even a modest profit for the oldster in 
retirement. 


The College suggests that a more practicable 


source of modest income under such circumstances 
is the production of the small fruits, and recommend! 
raspberries as the best example. 


On the basis of personal observation and per- 


sonal experience, I heartily concur. Pest control prob- 
lems are minimal. The plants are not costly. In fact, 
anyone who has a small patch of raspberries can ex- 
pand it ten-fold in a few seasons by dividing bis or- 
iginal stock. Fertility and cultivation requirements 
are nomial, and for this back-yard hobbist, at least, 
harvesting is not an especially laborious task al- 
though some might find it so. 
; 


Finally, almost everybody likes raspberries, but 


in the typical population center, comparatively few 
householders have the space to permit them to raise 
the fruit in the quantity they desire, or hesitate to 
plant the berry in an otherwise neatly-trimmed back- 
yard and garden. For the senior citizen with a dis- 
position for gardening, who has a quarter acre or so 
to spare, the raspberry offers the easiest and the 
most pleasant and the most reliable means of realiz- 
ing extra dollars with pleasure.

What would happen if "they" — the younger 


people—were to take over America? On this theme 
Miss Mannes has constructed a challenging examina- 
tion of the bask values of present day society. 


The narrative takes a look backward ftom some- 


where around the 1980s. An American President has 
gotten elected on a "law and order" platform and 
nearly plunged the nation into war. 


So the younger generation revolts and seizes the 


'government Under the guise of "protecting" their 
elders, they set up rules — compulsory retirement at 
50, then exile—even from their children and 
grandchildren — in special "communities." At no later 
than 65 (earlier, if they developed serious ailments) 
they were given the choice of suicide or extermina- 
tion. 


This story is about a little group of exiles who have 


been given special permission to five in an old house 
on the northeast shore of America. The exiles include 
one former painter, two musicians (serious and 
popular), a woman writer (who records their story) 
and an earthmother type. 


The little group tries to figure out what really 


happened to their former world; tries to evaluate the 
aims of the young "barbarians;" and argues about the 
articles of faith that they would like to leave behind. 


So, by means of this underground document 


contributed by the doomed aged, we have a fantisy 
for the intellectual mind. The novel is a sharp, 
penetrating view — through a maze of mirrors — of 
contemporary society.

Our heroine is a somewhat pixilated child-woman of

Cranberries, Apples 
Tempt Grosbeak 
To Feeding Trays 
By Clara Hussong 


Most of us who feed winter birds know the eve- 


ning grosbeak well. Every three or four years it 
comes down from Canada to spend part of the winter 
with us. During the years that it makes its erratic 
visits to us, 'it is a common customer at our feeding 
trays. It occurs in flocks of 20, 30 or more birds, 
sometimes as many as several hundreds. Its favorite 
food is sunflower seed. 


This year I've had reports, not only of the eve- 


ning grosbeak showing up on home grounds, but of 
the pine grosbeak as well. The male evening grosbeak 
is mainly yellow; the female, gray with washes of 
pale yellow. The male pine grosbeak is mainly red, 
with black wings and tail. 


In both species there are also the immature males 


—those which hatched out last summer. Their color- 
ings are somewhat in between that of the male and 
the female. You will know all of these by their big 
bills, for which they were named. This big bill can 
also be seen in the cardinal, which is grosbeak, and 
in the rose-breasted grosbeak, a summer resident 
here. 


On their winter visits to our area, the evening 


grosbeaks have became so dependent on the food 
dished out to them that some ornithologists worry 
lest they lose their initiative to forage for them- 
selves. On its own in the wild this bird feeds on seeds 
of a variety of trees, including maple, box elder, and 
ash, and also on such berries as sumach and mountain 
ash or any others it finds in woodlands. 


The pine grossbeak eats much the same kind of 


food, and includes also in its diet seeds of pines and 
other evergreens, and the winter buds of these trees. 


Those who reported the presence of the pine gros- 


beaks in their yards did not say they had seen them 
eat from the feeders. But if the two species occur 
together this year, the evening grosbeak may teach 
its cousin how to make a living the easy way.. The 
pine grosbeak may learn to like sunflower seeds as 
much as the other bird. If this happens, be prepared 
for an increased bird food bill, as they are both big 
birds, as large as robins. 


Pine grosbeaks have come to Wisconsin in other 


winters, too, but they have mostly stayed in woods 
and hunted for food on their own. You might tempt 
them to feeders with such fruits as cranberries, apple 
cores (they like the seeds) and raisins. 


The home grounds of the pine grosbeaks are the 


spruce and pine forests of Canada. It is also found in 
wooded mountain regions from Alaska to New Mexico 
and California. 


Lack of food on their home grounds is the usual 


answer given to why these and other wandering birds 
appear in certain years. Pine grosbeaks are most often 
known to migrate south when the cone crop of pines 
and other evergreens is poor. If such is the case, we 
can expect such other erratic wanderers this winter 
as the two crossbills, the red and white winged species..

For instance, we're ordered 


to obey the Pope on moral 
questions like rejecting birth 
control while at the same time 
we're told by professional peo- 
ple that it's a matter of 
survival of the human race if 
we don't practice it. 


Then, with our nice large 


families, we're told to give our 
assigned parishes financial 
support, the amount of which 
is set by the Church, even 
though in giving it. we deprive 
those same families of some 
basic needs. 


Next, we must never disobey 


or question the Church for 
fear of being excommunicated 
from an impersonal, demand- 
Ing organization that is more a 
burden than a joy. The priests 
presch that man does not live 
by bread alone, and then they 
hold out their hand for aid 
only, while seldom giving re- 
ligious counseling ss they were 
originally intended to do. 


Finally, as a last resort, 


when they're face to face with 
someone who has a sticky 
everyday problem they can't 
resolve, we hear the words 
"Let us pray." That's really 
some good practical advice, 
isn't it? But that fits in with 
the whole concept of insular 
living the Church seems to 
insist on; of giving only.a 
example, and that's all. I 
this extends Into the general 
idea of "parochialism." 


Some people in the Church 


are recognising all these con- 
tradictions, but the most that's 


far has bean of 


lie schools are not professional 
enough in their administra- 
tion; financially, it would be a 
bottomless pit. 


Secondly, the public taxes 


couldn't cover all the requests 
for aid from other religious 
denominations, which would 
surely come if Catholic schools 
were receiving aid. 


And last, but not least, the 


Catholic Church has never 
accepted intervention in its 
private affairs, which would 
be necessary if they accepted 
state aid. Even though it 
might mean the loss of profes- 
sional advice that could im- 
prove their school system, it 
would be rejected because we 
Catholics are a very conserva- 


tive society. Anyone brought 
up on blind obedience and total 
belief naturally tends to think 
straight and narrow. 


Which leads me to my last 


question and observation. In 
this day and age when we're 
asked to be tolerant and 
understanding, how can we get 
by without changing our very 
way of thinking. It means we 
must juggle our lives so that 
we keep our principles and at 
the same time live more 
loosely. We can't segregate 
into a smug religious group 
who hears no evil, sees no evil 
and speaks no evil (when it's 
easier or more convenient).

My electric iron had spit sparks at me once too 


often. I decided to use my emergency iron, a rather 
old model given me by my mother. "It might come in 
handy," she had said. 


It was useful, but not exactly bandy. There was 


a sort of gauge on it, a little needle which pointed to 
HOT, COLD, or SAFE IRONING. When it wavered too 
far in the wrong direction, I had to pull out the plug 
or push it in, depending on the heat In the first few 
minutes, I forgot the instructions. The needle was 
wavering on HOT. I yanked on the plug, burned my 
fingers, dropped the iron on my ironing board. Great!

A sobering memory of Grandma's kitchen on iron-

The old "flat iron" was a rather crude affair 


It might 
be 90 degrees outside, but if you wanted fresh, starchy 
dresses, you built a rip-snorting fire. Three irons, at 
least, were needed to keep in business: two heating, 
one in use. Since the handles were "too hot to han- 
dle," pot holders had to be used. Later models had a 
snap - in wooden handle, which could be removed 
while the iron was heating. This eliminated one pos- 
sible danger. 


You could tell the iron was hot enough if water

ROME (AP) - From staid 


Vatican radio comes a sudden 
rush of beat sound and then the 
harsh voice of a pop singer in- 
toning the lyrics of a new song, 
"God is Dead." 


In a small chapel in a middle- 


class section of Rome, a pop 
group belts out a beat at a Sun- 
day Mass. The chapel is packed, 
mostly with young people, in- 
cluding two daughters of Gior- 
gio Amendola, one of Italy's 
leading Communists. 


On the streets of Rome the 


traditional priestly figure in 
black cassock and wide brim 
clerical hat is disappearing. 


The priests of Rome wear 


dark blue or gray business suits 
now and except for a discreet 
Roman collar look like anyone 
else on his way to his job. 


In Parliament the pressure is 


on to strip the Vatican of its 
special privileges, to. make the 
Holy See pay income taxes and 
to give Italians the legal right to 
divorce. 


In homes, public debates and 


newspapers, there is growing 
challenge to Pope Paul's birth 
control encyclical. Use of The 
Pill is on the rise in Italy. 


The revolution in the Roman 


Catholic church has 
finally 


come to Rome, cradle and head- 
quarters of the faith. It has fi- 
nally come to the 50 million Ital- 
ians who have long been regard- 
ed as the most obedient Cathol- 
ics of all. 


Belated, Uneven 


The revolution is belated, une- 


ven. But revolution if is, and the 
church of Rome will never be 
the same in its own homeland. 


There used to he many cliches 


about Italian Catholics. That 
they had lived so long side by 
side with the Popes that they 
had become cynics' over the cen- 
turies. That the only contact an 
Italian had with the church was 
at 
baptism, . marriage and 


death. That Italians enjoyed the 
pomp and spectacle of Catholi 
cism but knew nothing of real 
Christianity. That Italians be- 
came priests and nuns because 
it was a living in a land where 
jobs were scarce. That Italians 
were meek sheep under the iron 
land of an cujtraconservative 
old-fashioned ' hierarchy 
that 


revered tradition and despised 
change. 


In these cliches there was a 


glint of truth behind the cruelty. 
But they are in question now. 
Catholicism in Italy is breaking 
the old molds of a restricted 
past and plunging into the fer- 
ment that has been shaking the 
church elsewhere in the world 
in a whirlwind of change since 
the Ecumenical Council came 
from beyond the Alps. In the

Now, suddenly, Italian Cathol 


fes-firiesU aa well as lay peo- 
ple-are acting like Catholics 
elsewhere. Hie old attitude of 
accepting without demur is fast 
falling by the wayiide.

Alongside it is a plain 
six-cent stamp. 


Detectives tell their audiences

The Christmas card will bridge the year, 
bringing us up-to-date on the happenings of 
our > friends and serving as yet another link 
in a continuing friendship. 


The birth of this relatively new custom, 


however, is shrouded in controversy. Historians 
seem to disagree on just who it was that de- 
signed and sent the first card; they do agree 
that it occurred in England between 1840 
and 1850. 


Some attribute the publication of Charles 


Dickens', "A Christmas Carol," with revival 
of interest In holiday celebrations and, thus, 
with indirect responsibility for the establish- 
ment of the Christmas, card tradition. 


Most convincing evidence of the first card 


seems to point to one designed in 1 843 by 
John Calcott Horsley at the suggestion of 
Sir Henry Cole. Lithographed in London and 
handcofored by a professional colorer, ap- . 
proximately 1-,000 copies were reproduced.

A few other cards' also were made and 


reproduced during this decade. . Hard-to- 
read dates — a result of placement on repro- 
duction plates —. have made the historians 
fob difficult- and added to the dilemma.

His cards are still famous among collectors 


because of their art work and painstaking 
craftsmanship.

for from 25 cents to one dollar. 


Unfortunately, the competition from lower 


priced foreign imitations of his beautiful" 
designs caused him to discontinue publishing 
Christmas cards in 1890. 


The modern era of greeting cards began 


with the founding of many of today's leading 
card firms about 1910. The custom of ex- 
changing greetings made its most rapid 
growth after/World War I. 


With the adoption of full color printing 


in the 1930's, Christmas cards regained the 
beauty of Mr. Prang's day at a much lower 
cost. 


Thus, in the span of a single lifetime,

The 
actors wore space suits, the 
furniture was cubistic, the 
clock a great neon lozense 
that rocked back and forth, 
much like the semaphor'at a 
21st century spaceport. 


Yet. to the surprise of no 


one in particular, 
it all 


worked, and seemed — most 
amazingly of all — to be 
accepted without qualm by 
the audience as a whole. But 
that was onlv the beginning. 


A few weeks later the 


Lawrence University Theatre 
unveiled its 
production of 


Tennessee Williams' fantastic 
drama, "Camino Real," di- 
rected by F. Theodore Cloak 
and designed by Joseph Hop- 
fensperger. Although the phys- 
ical production was, in keep- 
ing with the author's explicit 
i n s t r u ctions, 
considerably 


more conventional than that 
of the lonesco farce, 
the 


manner of staging was as 
inventive and dynamic, in its 
own way. as Williams' highly- 
innovative script. 


A Broadway flop when first 


produced 15 years ago, and 
extensivelv rewritten as a 
result of that debacle, "Cami- 
no Real" now stands out as a 
play ahead of its time, a 
noetic charade more in keen- 
ing with the mood and con- 
cerns of the revolutionary 
Sixties than with those of the 
wwkad*" Fifties. Following 
Williams' blueprint with care 
and imagination. Cloak took 
his actors out onto the apron 
of the stage, and sent them up 
the aisles. Voices exnloded 
behind the audience: an air- 
olare flew overhead: walls 
were stripped away, and the 
author's recreations of the 
durable legends that sustain 
mankind — Sancho Panza and 
Don Quixote. Don, Juan and 
Camille Kilroy and the Gypsv 
Fortuneteller — came me- 
morably to life under the 
lights of Stansbury auditori- 
um. 


"But "Camino Real," power- 


ful and challenging as it was, 
pales in daring and inventive- 
ness before the UW-GB "mix- 
ed media" production of Paul 
Claudel's "Protee," which had 
its English-language premiere 
Friday at the Fox Valley 
Campus. 


Admittedly,

French by Miss L o u i s e 


As a further departure, the 


stage setting consists primar- 
ily of modernist sculpture by 
Ruth Bushmaker — sculpture 
that would be equally comfort- 
able in an art gallery. (And 
most of the component parts 
have, indeed, already been 
exhibited separately.) 
The 


haphazard, junk-like pieces, 
very much in the contempor- 
ary mode, provide a perfect 
counterpoint to the neo-classic 
antics on the stage. 


Based on. this single experi- 


ence with the multi-media 
approach, it's difficult for an 
observer 
to predict the fu- 


ture value of the technique. 
For one thing, the electronic 
medium requires a technical 
sophistication and expertise 
that not all acting groups can 
muster. For another, it de- 
mands virtually perfect cast- 
ing, camera technique and 
modulation of voice. 


The camera will not permit 


an 18-year-old to play a mid- 
dle-aged man; it magnifies 
every flaw of diction and 
demeanor: it requires (some- 
times to the despair of the 
director) p e r f e c t matching 
and cutting of the tape. The 
stage itself, with • its broad 
gestures and magnified dic- 
tion, is a much more forgiving 
medium, especially for college- 
age performers. 


Furthermore — and this a 


point that must be taken into 
consideration — audiences see 
less "living" theater, and so 
are apt to be more tolerant of 
what they do see. On the 
other hand, most people view 
a great deal of television, 
much of which is of a very 
high technical standard. 


Inevitably, audiences will 


bring these technical stand- , 
ards to any "mixed media" 
performance they attend. It 
will be difficult for local | 
producers to match their ef- 
forts to audience expectations.

enough to find out whether he's 
satisfying children. Hie father 
of three—aged 9, 7, and 1— 
Spock is a graduate of Antioch

Spock said he raises his chil- 


dren the same way he devel- 
oped his concept of museums— 
by trial and error. Before com* 
ing to Children's in 1962, Spock 
worked at museums in Ohio. 


"I grew frustrated not know- 


ing whether anyone was being 
reached or satisfied by my exhi- 
bits. I tried things out and paid 
attention to the children's reac- 
tion."I make the same mistakes 


other parents do," Spock said. 
"I love my children and I lose 
my temper sometimes; I try to 
be firm when I should be and I 
try to be a good listener." 


Asked about the effect of his 


well-known father on today's 
"activist 
generation" 
Spock myth 


said: "People accuse my father 
of producing an unruly genera- 
tion, but he'd say they're great 
because they, care; they get in 
volved." 


But the younger Spock said 


his father would not take credit 
for influencing the behavior of a 


large number of people through 
his books.

books and sources which reas- 
sure them that what they're 
doing is right," Spock said. "In 
real life people don't change 
their behavior because of a 
theory they read in a book." .

The parent who wants to start 


his youngster on skis should 
follow a few simple rules to 
help him off on the right foot. 
First, skis should be no longer 


than the child's height. Good 
interlocking steel edges and a 
polyethylene base will make the 
ski easier to control and easier 
to maintain. 


The last place to stint on 


money is in buying bindings for 
the child's skis. It may be true 
that children's bones are less 
brittle, but their muscles are 
less developed and their light 
weight puts a greater burden on 
the efficiency of the release 
mechanism. 


A child's bones need more 


irotection than an adult's. And 
[his protection can be provided 
without feeling extravagant, for 
bindings can be used on succes- 
sively longer skis, the article 
states. In many cases, bindings 
can be used-right up to adult- 
hood. It's a good idea to avoid 
cable bindings and toe units that 
don't have anti-shock features. 


The proper boot for a young- 


ster is going to cost more than 
most parents want to spend for 
just one season of skiing. How- 
ever, a child can't be put in soft 
$10 boots and be expected to be 


are touching the front of the 
boot.) This will probably give 
two seasons of use. /.the first 
using two pairs of heavy socks;

Spain's Plain Gains Fame 


By Norman Goldstein 


MADRID (AP) - The film 


company needed a desolate 
area to reflect the prehistoric 
setting of a movie called "One 
Thousand Years B.C." 


They found it in the South 


of Spain, put up their equip- 
ment and were all set to film 
the scene, when suddenly a 
stagecoach and horses came 
around the bend and into the 
view of their cameras. 


Another company was film- 


ing a Western nearby. It 
forced them to pack up and 
seek another location. 


This was a couple of years 


ago, but, if anything, Spain 
today is even more crowded 
with moviemakers from all 
countries. It's getting tough to 
find some open space unoccu- 
pied by kleig lights and cam- 
eras. 


Ask p r o d u c e r Marvin 


Schwartz. He was filming two 
at the same time there. While 
finishing up "Hard Contract," 
with James Coburn, he was 
beginning "100 Rifles," a 20th- 
century Fox film starring 
Raquel Welch and Jim Brown. 
It recently completed shooting 
on location all over Spain, 
from Almeria on the Mediter- 
ranean, to Guadriz outside 
Granada, and near Madrid. 


A prime advantage to film- 


ing in Spain, Schwartz said, is 
the terrain, "Within 50 miles 
in any direction of Almeria," 
which doubles for Sonora, 
Mexico, in the film, "you can 
find any kind of location you 
want." 


There's the sea, rolling sand 


dunes, mesa, mountains, dry 
river beds and lush valleys. 


"It's the only place in the 


world I know," be said of 
Almeria, "where you can find 
genuine locations and still 
have the comfort of a city to 
house your cast and crew. 
Similar sites can be found in 
the United States, but usually 
they're in the middle of 
nowhere, more expensive and 
the company has to camp 
out." 


Spanish locations r e a l l y 


came to the attention of 
major American film compa- 
nies after the country pro- 
vided the backdrop for "Law- 
rence of Arabia." Its scenic 
reputation grew with a flood 
of so-called "spaghetti West-

eras," the quickly-made Ital- 
ian productions supposedly set 
in the American West. 


French and German film- 


makers followed them, along 
with the British and Ameri- 
cans. While "100 Rifles" was 
wrapping up shooting outside 
Madrid last month, Para- 
mount was nearby, starting a 
Western with Richard Wid 
mark, "A Talent for Loving," 
and Columbia was filming 
"The Looking Glass War," 
from John Le Carre's novel. 


All of which has helped 


Spanish actors a great deal, 
giving them international ex- 
posure from a country whose 
film industry is rather paro- 


chial. 


It was only late last year 


that the government allowed 
movies classified as "art 
films" to be seen in their 
original versions, with Spanish 
subtitles. A limited audience 
thus saw "Repulsion," "The 
Servant," "The Knack," 
"Who's Afraid cf Virginia 
Woolf" and "Planet of the 
Apes" — but it indicated that 
Spanish f i l m tastes were 
changing. 


Economics, of course, is 


another major factor for film- 
ing in Spain. Schwartz says 
his company left about $500,- 
000 in Almeria, and it was 


just one of many films shoot- 
ing there this year. 


The Spanish government en- 


courages the foreign filmmak- 
ers by keeping everything 
inexpensive. Schwartz esti- 
mates filming "IN Rifles" in 
Spain was 61 per cent cheaper 
than ft would have been in the 
United States. 


The advantages to the Span- 


ish are obvious: money, em- 
ployment, general prosperity 
wherever the filmmakers go. 


One official hi Almeria 


said: "Hardly anything had 
been built of importance since 
the Moors left 500 years ago. 
In the last five, they've added 
dozens of new apartment 
buildings, 10 luxury hotels, 
and an airport. There are 
more jobs and the prosperity 
level has jumped enormous- 
ly."

Yaquee Indians and the Mexi- 
can government—in addition 
to the beautiful backgrounds, 
has two of the screen's most 
beautiful bodies in the fore- 
ground; RaqtM* Welch-37-22- 
35 — and Jim Brown, the 
former professional football 
player turned professional ac- 
tor.

It's been a very'bad year, 


and Cadet Concept's art rock 
group, Rotary Connection, is 
out to celebrate the season in 
a manner to which we rock 
critics have become accus- 
tomed. Cynicism blends with 
idealisn to produce a mean- 
ingful Christmas album for 
our times. 


"Do you mean 'Silent Night' 


with a freskout bridee?'" Yes, 
and it is one of the most 
worthwhile cuts here, though 
for my tastes it gets a bit 
long and carried away. 


New seasonal songs present- 


ed in a rock idiom include 
"Christmas Love" (but "don't 
forget Chicago"), with nice 
r&b vocalizing; but the tenden- 
cy to overorchestrate is pres- 
ent. Also here are "Last Call 
for Peace" (too insistently 
hard rock for the subject) and 
"Shopping Bag Menagerie," 
which bemoans materialism 
and lovelessness, but is a 
pleasant respite from the blar- 


ing previous tracks — strings 
kept nicely in check. This 
might make a good single. 


• .A strangulated instrumental 
version of "Silent Night" ends 
side one. 


The flip opens with a' slick 


bigness on "Christmas Child" 
—its main virtue is that it is 
a NEW yule song. 


"Peace at Last" reveals 


that Santa is high; yes, he is 
stoned from smoking the mis- 
tletoe (Red Cheer?). 


"Sidewalk Santa" is one of 


the loveliest songs here and 
brings to light the loneliness 
of the holidays. "If Peace Was 
All We Had" is a moralistic 
dissertation that has a bit of 
Beach Boy inspired vocalizing. 
"Silent Night Chant" is per- 
haps too harsh. I mean, 1968 
was a bummer and God, San- 
ta and innocence may be dead, 
but we still have a war to 
groove with or against and 
Richard Nixon to love and fol- 
low, and anyway, 1969 can't 
be all bad. 


There have been jazz rendi- 


tions of 
Christmas music 


before (Kenny Burrell and 
Jimmy Smith recently, for 
example), and there have been 
recordings which try to cap- 
ture the quaint, antique feeling 
ot the traditional songs (Char- 
lie Byrd's ]p). However, I 
doubt the two have ever been 
combined. 


Surely the Swingle Singers 


are the logical performers to 
attempt this difficult assign- 
ment, and the results are 
predictably beautiful. 


Eschewing the well-known 


poetry, the group, with bass 
and drum backing, lah-doo- 
bum-dums its way through the 
sacred and secular regulars in 
a thoroughy sophistica ted, 
musical and respectful man- 
ner.

The phenomenal sales of 


Herb Alpert's Tijuana Brass 
are likely to carry over into 
the Christmas market with the 
TJB's initial recording in the 
field. With the exception of 
"Jesu, Joy of Man's Desiring," 
the p r o g r a m is secular 
throughout, with the best mo- 
ments coming on a conserva- 
tive, yet thoughtful, arrange- 
ment of "Let It Snow, Let It 
Snow, Let It Snow."

A 
firm believer in a good educa- 
tion as the basis for success, 
Gepetto packs Pinocchio off to 
school in spite of bis com- 
plaints that he is only 10 
minutes old. 


At school Pinocchio suffers 


his first setback when he 
can't get past A in his ABC 
book. This brings jeers from 
his schoolmates who hurt his 
wooden feelings when they 
call him a dumb puppet. He is 
cheered by the lovely Blue 
Fairy, who tells him that it's 
what you are like in your 
heart that counts, not a 
showy, smart exterior. 


When a t r a v e l i n g mari- 


onette show arrives in town 
Pinocchio thinks he can join 
his own kind of people. His 
enthusiasm takes him up on 
the marionette stage in the 
middle of a performance and 
he becomes hoplessly entan- 
gled in the strings. After he is 


tossed out, he dejectedly re- 
turns home to bis father. 


Gepetto quizzes bun, Pino- 


cchio tells one lie after anoth- 
er, with the result that his 
nose grows longer and longer. 
The old woodcarver tells him 
to go outside and soak it in 
the rain barrel in the hope 
that U will shrink. While be is 
doing this the Blue Fairy 
appears and points out that if 
he would stop lieing his nose 
would stop growing. He ad- 
mits the truth to her and 
himself and the nose resumes 
its normal size. 


She gives him a bag of gold 


coins to help establish his 
fortune and he goes off hap- 
pily to seek it. On his way he 
is intercepted by a couple of 
slick con men, the Cat and the 
Fox. They convince him to 
bury his gold in a supposedly 
magic field where they tell 
him it will increase a thou- 
sandfold. In the morning he 
digs up the bag, only to find 
that the scoundrels have sub- 


stituted brass buttons for the 
coins. 


Pinocchio is collared fay the 


irate fanner whose field he 
has dug up. The farmer 
decides to let the puppet 
expiate his crime by serving 
as a watchdog. The little 
puppet's spirits are at an all- 
time low and 'he voices his 
melancholy in the song, "It's 
a Dog's Life." 


Soon a weasel comes along 


and tells Pinocchio that he 
had a deal with the former 
watchdog to let him steal 
chickens. P i n o c c h i o gives 
warning,- a n d the farmer 
shoots the thieving weasel. As 
a reward, Pinocchio is set 
free. 


He then encounters a weird 


group of people who per- 
suade Pinocchio to accom- 
pany them to the Land of 
the Runaways, where one can 
always be carefree. The pup- 
pet learns to his horror that 
in a "Perfect world" there is 
only room for one person. He 


flees this "perfect world" and 
dives Into the sea, where he is 
swallowed by a whale. 


In the whale's belly he is 


reunited with Gepetto, who 
has landed there in his search 
for his lost son. (In the 
Hallmark version of the tale 
they are swallowed by a male 
whale who is constantly being 
henpecked by his wife. Pino- 
cchio and Gepetto build a 
large fire in the whale's belly, 
which makes him cough them 
up. Using a makeshift raft 
they finally return home.) 


At this point Gepetto tells 


'Pinocchio that he is proud of 
him just as he is. The puppet 
is thrilled by this admission 
and tells his father that he 
will no longer have to lie to 
anyone — and turns magically 
into a real boy. He runs 
outside to see the world with 
human eyes, and encounters a 
real girl who lives upstairs 
and curiously resembles the 
Blue Fairy. The obvious con- 


clusion is that they all lived 
happily ever after. . 


Peter Noone is very happy 


at his temporary, transition 
from hermit to puppet. "I AM 
Pinocchio," he said recently, 
"I can understand 
exactly 


how he felt. He was really 
trying to find bis true self all 
the time without realizing it." 


Although C a r l o Collodi, 


whose real name was Loren- 
zini (he took the pen name 
from the birthplace of his 
mother), f i r s t wrote 'Le 
Avventure di Pinocchio" in 
1882, the puppet character has 
roots in medieval morality 
plays. These were presented 
in churchyards under the su- 
pervision of the clergy. Pino- 
cchio's o r i g i n a l character 
fault was greed, but some- 
where along the line it got 
changed 
to 
lieing. Later, 


Pinocchio, whose name means 
"pine-nut," became a reper- 
tory character in the Corn- 
media Dell' Arte. 


The first dramatic version 


Burl Ives Ploys Gepetto in 'Pinocchio' 
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of "Pinocchio" on record in 
the United States was pre- 
sented by the Clare Tree 
Major Theater Production 
company in 1932. Major was a 
traveling d r a m a t i c group 
which specialized in perfor- 
mances for children. 


Says Lewine, producer of. 


the teleplay: "A good plot is 
self propgating. The Major 
play started a progression of 
' P i n o c c h i o ' performances 
which lead right up to the 
present time." 


The most famous theater 


production of the story was 
created by Yasha Frank for 
the WPA Federal TJheater 
Project in 1939. It was a 
musical. The impact it had on 
the public was so great that it 
was the subject of one of the 
first color picture spreads by 
Life magazine. 


Perhaps the most familiar 


version of "Pinocchio" to the 
present generation is the Walt 
Disney feature-length cartoon 
of 1940. As anyone who can 
whistle "When You Wish Upon 
a Star" will tell you, it had a 
beautiful musical score. 


Many of the special effects 


of the Hallmark "Pinocchio"' 
were created by renowned 
puppeteer Bil Baird. Among 
them the little marionette's 
growing nose. A perfectionist, 
Baird created 25 different 
versions of the nose before he 
found one which satisfied him 
completely. Viewers will see 


-the nose grow a little every 
time Peter "Pinocchio" Noone 
tells a lie. 


Of Pinocchio, Lewine says: 


"The story is as timely today 
as when it first saw light. The 
p s y c h o logical impact of 
s e a r c h i n g for self and- 
deceiving one's self are cer- 
tainly familiar to 30th century 
audiences. Like many simple 
tales, "Pinocchio" says vol- 
umes in a few pages. 


"We feel very lucky that we 


were able to put together such 
a line-up of talent to bring 
this original version of the 
beloved story to television. 
It's very possible that we'll 
have at least one hit tune 
from the show." 


In the Italian town of Col- 


lodi at the entrance to a 
children's p a r k stands a 
touching monument to "Pino- 
cchio," the town's most fa- 
mous son. It was erected 12 
years ago to keep a campaign 


• promise of a mayoralty can- 
didate. Although the mayor 
made the promise to have fhe 
statue erected, it was kept by 
.Pinocchio fans from all over 
the world who sent in contrib-' 
utions. 


In return, each donor re- 


ceived a certificate bearing 
the inscription "Good for One 
Lie " This entitles the receiv- 
er to tell at least one fib 
without suffering Pinocchio's 
fate of 
having Ms nose

Where Is Electronic Music Heading? 


NEW YORK - What part 


has audio played In the field 
of e l e c t r o n i c musk, and 
where will it be In the year 
1968? At a 20th anniversary 
symposium of the recent con- 
vention of the Audio Engineer- 
ing Society here, Dr. Daniel 
W. Martin, Research Director 
for a musical instrument 
firm, offered some observa- 
tions and 2f year predictions 
to the AES membership. 


Dr. Martin is noted primari- 


ly for research and develop- 
ment in musical sound, musi- 
cal instruments, acoustics of 
rooms for musk, and amplifi- 
cation systems and devices 
for music and speech, the 
latter as related to military 
communication. 


At the AES symposium he 


observed that hi the ekctronk 
composition of musk "we 
have been witnessing and 
participating to * highly ex- 
ploratory period In which the 
m u s I co-tectaka] explorers 
have discovered some good 


new territory and a lot of 
wilderness. The period will 
continue with new explorers 
and with new audio equip- 
ment. 


"At the same time, some of 


the experienced explorers and 
their truly conservative fol- 
lowers will build lasting musk 
upon the routes already found 
productive during exploration. 
By relating the newer idioms 
to older ones these composers 
will create bridges upon which 
they can communicate in turn 
to the musical public." 


According to Dr. Martin, 


this will augment musk, not 
replace it. He added that "the 
auditory nihilists, whose inter- 
.ests are destructive rather 
than creative, will add only to 
the excitement of their time." 


Stating that original compo- 


sition is by no means the tidy 
area in mask where aodk> 
and electronics, arc tacnaa* 
ingly important, Dr. Martin 
said that a new musk role 
has finally emerged for the 


audio recording engineer and 
his techniques. Now, the cre- 
ative contribution from re- 
cording, modification and mix- 
ing has come to be recognized. 


He noted that it is in this 


area of popular music that the 
general public has been most 
aware of a musical revolution 
through audio. "In this area 
especially," he said, "the au- 
dio innovators have recently 
become dominant in some 
instances over the musical 
innovators." > 


"The influence of audio and 


electronic devices and sys- 
tems upon popular musical 
performance has been drastic 
in the last decade, but it is 
not new,"' he continued. 
"Some will remember a fel- 
low named Crosby who rode 
to fame ion a velocity micro- 
phone held so close that his 
spherical sound wave accen- 
tuated the lower harmonics. 
Later, a generation of pop 
organists' capitalized on elec- 
tric make-break switches and 


an organ swell control which 
was swift and positive. Then 
Les Paul adapted his playing 
and arranging to the multi- 
speed and sound-on-sound ca- 
pabilities of tape recording 
systems." 


The big differences today, 


according to Dr. Martin, are 
that the performer has. more 
musical instruments with an 
output that can be controlled; 
he has some of the controls, 
himself; and they are small 
and rugged enough that he 
can take them along on a live 
performance. 


What of the future in this 
area of electronic music? In 
Dr. Martin's opinion it has 
barely begun and there is no 
realistic possibility that it will 
fade. "However," he noted, 
"we can be sure it won't stay 
the same, and there is some 
virtue in that Today it is 
excessively loud. Remember 
that audio controls go both 
ways. Maybe the next move 
will be toward pianissimo. 


Don't count on it, however." 


Along with the renaissance 


in plucked strings, he observ- 
ed that the harpsichord reap- 
peared, and since it couldn't 
compete in the loud ensemble, 
it has now been electrified. 
Other instruments too, he 
said, are being modified in 
both timbre and pitch. 


Today, he stated, electronic 


organs are widely used for the 
church, by professionals and 
in home entertainment. Where 
will they be in 1988? "I expect 
the remaining subtle differ- 
ences from pipe tones to be 
achieved, to the extent de- 
sired, within that time," he 
said. "I am confident also 
that the number of advan- 
tages inherent in the audio- 
electronic approach will in- 
crease." 


Concerning the overall field 


of .musical audio and electron- 
ics be said, "audio electronk 
musk is In the same paradox 
that laces man In many other 
areas where technology and 


life come together. How can 
we improve the probability 
that what we now know better 
bow to do, will really advance 
the art of living, and not 
degrade it instead?" 


Dr. Martin offered that one 


answer here as elsewhere is 
in education. "If little Johnny 
grows up musically literate, it 
will make a difference. All of 
education is undergoing radi- 
cal change. The appetite for 
education t o d a y requires 
greater efficiency so that good 
teaching can spread farther. 


"Yet, there is also a strong 


trend toward individual atten: 
tion and self study at your 
own pace but under supervi- 
sion. How do we satisfy both 
of these trends in music 
education, which has tradi- 
tionally been more on a one-to- 
one basis than many other 
branches o f e d u c a t i o n ? " 
Again the answer may involve 
audio-electronics, possibly on 
an electronic version of the 
piano.

The obese, 
but recently 


slimming, sage of Shubert 
Alley recalls accidental dis- 
covery back in the pit of the 
Great Depression of the '30s 
that radio would pay for the 
jokes he was throwing away 
at neighborhood parties. 


A while later, an out-of- 


the- blue inquiry came to him 
from a pair of Broadway 
newcomers, Cy Feuer and 
Ernie Martin: Would he like 
to write a show? He said sure 
and that 1950 result was the 
fantastic musical hit, "Guys 
and Dolls." (His' Pulitzer 
came as co-author of "How to 
Succeed in Business Without 
Really Trying"). 


Shortly afterward, the bald- 


ing man from Brooklyn got a 
chance to tap fallow ability 
for directing.

"How do you become a 


director?" he says. "The an- 
swer is someone has to let 
you. Like being a captain— 
someone has to entrust you 
with a ship. In theater, some- 
one has to entrust you with a 
few hundred thousand dol- 
lars"

Julie Harris, he expresses 
vast satisfaction Which is a 
Burrows habit. 


"I think my own performing 


experience as an actor in 
night dubs and on TV was 
more valuable to me in this 
kind of work than my writing.

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Bridge Players Are Dedicated; 


Yes, Even Fanatic at Times

"Bridge players are a dedi- 


cated group," Sam Mercer 
remarked to me recently. 
Mercer, vice president of the 
American President Lines, 
promotes bridge cruises on 
his ships and plays bridge 
himself, but be is still aston- 
ished at the tenacity of bridge 
bends. 


Mercer wasn't a bit sur- 


prised to hear that several 
passengers on my own cruise, 
scheduled to leave for the 
Orient in a few weeks, bad 
asked if there would be dupli- 
cate tournaments at night as 
well as each afternoon. 


"When they return to San 


Francisco after that 454ay 
cruise," be predicted, "they'll 
still be playing bridge as we 
steam under the Golden Gate 
Bridge. Well have to close 
the card room to get them off 
the ship." 


One of Mercer's favorite 


stories concerns two APL 
ships, scheduled to cross each 
other in the middle of the 
Pacific Ocean. The skippers 
expected the passengers to 
crowd the rails to wave and 
take snapshots, but they had 
reckoned without the bridge 
players. A bridge tournament 
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was in progress on the star- 
board side of one ship, and 
not a single player would waft 
across to the port side to look 
at the other ship. One or two 
bridge players asked the skip- 
per if he could change course 
so that the ships would pass 
each other starboard to star- 
board (instead of port to 
port). This would enable the 
players to see the other ship 
without moving from their 
tables. 


The request was sheer here- 


sy to ship-faring folk, and the 
captain p o l i t e l y turned it 
down Mercer's eyes still fill 
with horror as he tells the 
story, but it sounded perfectly 
normal to me. Maybe I'm just 
a bridge player at heart, even 
though I've learned to write 
casually about starboard and 
port. 


My own favorite story about 


the fanaticism of bridge play- 
ers dates back some 10 years 
to a small tournament held hi 
a Long Island hotel. I was 
playing the South cards of the 
hand shown today against Mr. 
and Mrs. Vic Mitchell, two of 
the best bridge players in 
New York or anywhere else. 


Mitchell played the jack of 


hearts at the first trick, and I 
ruffed. I tried a finesse with 
dummy's nine of spades and 
was delighted when Mitchell 
won with the king. If West 
had started with Q-104 of 
spades, I could limit the 
spade loss to one trick by 
taking another finesse. 


Mitchell returned a heart, 


and I ruffed again. This left 
me with two trumps in my 
hand and two trumps hi the 
dummy, with three trumps 
still out. 


At rubber bridge I would 


abandon trumps, playing dobs 
and diamonds until somebody 
ruffed. I would ruff the heart 
return and lead a trump to 
the ace. This would leave only 
one trump out at most I 
could then continue with the 
minor suits, allowing the 
queen of spades to ruff at 
will. Dummy would retain 
control with the jack of

the room without one second's 
delay. The hotel is on fire." 


I jumped up at once, but 


Mitchell tried to drag me 
hack. 


"Finish the hand, you cow- 


ard," be shouted. 


Some 30 or 40 players did 


to the room to finish 
hands, but I wasn't one 


of them. Mitchell went around 
New York bridge circles for 
weeks telling people that I 
had started the fire to get out 
of finishing the hand. It 
wasnt true. I merely wanted 
to start a fire. 


(Gen. Fea. Corp.)

trump tricks but nothing else. 


This cautious play might 


easily cost me an overtrick or 
two, and overtricks in a 
tournament are slightly more 
important than blood. I there- 
fore led another trump, falling 
f o r Mitchell's magnificent 
swindle.

Ask nearly any schoolboy 


who has had several years of 
history or social 
science: 


"Who was Eh Whitney?" The 
inventor of the cotton gin, 
he'll brightly reply. And he'd 
be right. 


It is the reason commonly 


given for Whitney's being 
honored as an inventor in the 
1940 Famous Americans ser- 
ies of U.S commemorative 
postage 
stamps. 
Reason 


enough considering that his 
machine for removing the 
seeds from cotton balls made 
cotton growing profitable in 
the southern United States. 
And profitable cotton growing 
led to other inventions for 
industrial developments of cot- 
ton-to-thread-to-cloth in great- 
er and greater efficiency. 
Considering the things being 
done with cotton fiber today, 
that Whitney gin was a mar- 
vel at getting it all under 
way. But Whitney's descend- 
ants would have enjoyed little 
inheritance if Eli's financial 
success had been limited to 
his early profits from his 
cotton gin invention. Oh, de- 
mand for these machines was 
great Whitney, with a part- 
ner, built a factory to make 
them. They couldn't even 
meet the demands. Then the 
factory burned. Other men, 
impatient or taking advantage 
of the misfortune stole the 
idea and made their own. It 
took years of lawsuits before 
Eli Whitneywas awarded jiolc 
right to cotton gin production 
by the courts. Too late. Bis 
first patent was about ran 
out; Congress refused an ex- 
tension. So Whitney as much 
as saH to beck with it. 


But the man portrayed on 


that one-cent Inventors stamp 
is wearing about the biggest 
smile of any person in the 
entire 35 stamp series. And 
why not? Born poor and 
lacking money for college he'd 
worked for $7 a month for 
five years in order to start at 
Yale at 23. 


So they'd deprived him of 


reasonable reward for his 
invention. So the ingenious 
Whitney t u r n e d elsewhere. 
Better mouse traps? No. But 
how about firearms. He built 
another factory, near the New 
Haven, Conn, site of his first 
plant. And he started making 
muskets. Not (be old way; a 
new method. Before, all guns 
were handcrafted by skilled 
artisans with no two alike. 
Whitney invented tools and 
machines so that even run-of- 
the-mill workers could pro- 
duce exactly uniform parts — 
mass production! The gov- 
ernment wanted muskets, 
gave him a contract Setting 
up the machinery took time 
and officials lost patience. But 
when Whitney took govern- 
ment representatives into the 
plant and began assembling a 
complete gun from parts 
picked at random from piles 
of the various components 
they changed their tune. 


Why the smiling Eli Whit- 


ney on the postage stamp? So 
be gets credit for- inventing 
the cotton gin and it left him 
•tin poor. He |ets no credit 
for being the originator of 
mass production. But it made 
him rich eventually. Today 
happens to he the smiling 
man's birth dale.

Gordy Jr.; Motown attorneys 
Ralph Seltzer and Harold No- 


veck, and accountant Sidney 
Noveck. 


The suit, for the highest 


amount ever requested in a 
lawsuit of this type, claims 
that Motown's acts of "con- 
spiracy, fraud, deceit, over- 
reaching and breach of fiduci- 
ary relationships" have dam- 
aged the plaintiffs in the 
amount of $22 million. 


The lawsuit goes on to 


allege that Berry Gordy Jr. 
built-his successful operations 


through exploitation of the 
songwriting and producing 
team.

Apt to Forget 


President's Wit

Thousands of Fox Valley residents who were chil- 


dren here in 1911 remember vividly the day jovial 
President William Howard Taft came to town. For 
one thing, it was a holiday from school that Thursday, 
Oct 26. For another, every schootehild had a part in 
welcoming him and the genial, portly, mustachioed 
president seemed to enjoy every minute of then* cheer- 
ing and flag-waving. 


Perhaps more important to the youngsters, Mr. 


Taft took the trouble to speak directly to them. He 
joshed them a bit as be beamed upon them, demand- 
ing an answer in unison from them — which they 
delivered with gusto. This was his pattern all the way 
from Green Bay into Milwaukee, where be was to give 
a major speech the next day. 


In Appteton, President Taft doffed his tall bat 


over and over, bowing and beaming his way through 
four blocks of yelling, flag-waving school children. 
The youngsters were fined up in front on the side- 
walks on either side of Oneida Street all the way from 
the railroad depot to College Avenue. Mr. Taft was in 
the flag-draped car of the caravan of six shining, new 
automobiles of the day, m themselves a sensation. 


March in Body to Campus 


After the parade had turned the corner west to 


take the long way around to Lawrence University and 
Main Han, the children fell into marching lines of 
eight and proceeded to the campus to await the ar- 
rival of the first president in office ever to visit the 
city. "The parade line of March will be rapid," said 
the Appleton Crescent on Oct. 25," the new auto 
ordinance does not hold good so far as the president 
is concerned, although in all probability he will not 
travel over 15 mites per hour."

A new emphasis upon habitat improvement and 


enlargement, propagation and stocking of the fish 
that is simply called the "walleye" in the biological 
parlance of state fisheries management men but is 
more popularly known as the "walleyed pike" has 
been ordered by the state board of natural resources. 
A current report from Charles Lloyd, chief of the 
state bureau of fish management, shows an optimistic 
tone about the work that has been achieved since he 
got his orders a year and a half ago, and about the 
prospects for further gains in walleye management 
in the next few years. 


More walleyes on the string for Wisconsin native 


fishermen and the throngs of vacationing anglers 
from other states (Wisconsin sells more non-resident 
fishing licenses than any other state) is the objective 
of the conservation commission which habitually de- 
scribes the species as the "bread and butter" among 
the Wisconsin sports fishes.
